BANKER MORSE 


Famous Financier Must Stay 


in the Tombs Prison. 


HARD BLOW TO THE PRISONER 


Mad Expected to Obtain H is Release 


on 
Bond— Another Feature of 
Hi* 


Incarceration in the Tom bs is T h a t 


the T im e Served There W ould Not 


Count as Part of the Term He May 


Have to Serve in Federal Prison. 


New York, Nov. 11.—Bail wrus de­ 
filed Charles W. Morse, the financier, 
who has been sentenced to fifteen 
years' Imprisonment at hard labor, at 
the closing of the United States cir­ 
cuit court of appeals, and 
It now 
•eems certain that the former multi­ 
millionaire must remain in the Tombs 
prison at 
least until Dec. 3, next, 
when argument on the writ of error 
that has been granted him may come 
op. 
Judges I.acorn be. Ward and Coxe of 
the United States court of appeals 
rendered the decision. 
One loophole 
Is left open to Morse’s counsel in the 
decision and that is that the Judgei 
decided while ball was denied it was 
done so “without prejudice to a re­ 
newal of the application after a bill 
of particulars Is filed.” 
The judges stated briefly that as the 
trial Judge in the proceedings against 
Morse had refused to admit him to 
bail, the reviewing judges were not 
prepared on the papers submitted to 
them to make a disposition of the 
motion. 
Morse had been hopeful of gaining 
his release from the Tombs imme­ 
diately and the denial of bail came as 
a hard blow. 
His wife and son Harry 
had been with him in the Jail during 
the afternoon and they encouraged 
him in the belief that he would be 
free by nightfall. 
Mrs. Morse and 
her son left the prison before the de­ 
cision had 
been rendered and the 
news was conveyed to the prisoner 
y an assistant in his counsel’s office. 
While Morse tried to hide his dis- 
ppointment, he felt too cast down 
o do so. 
He walked to the rear of 
his cell and sat on the edge of his 
iard, narrow 
berth and refused to 
make any comment. 
There is one feature of the case

piled to remain a prisoner In the 
Tombs the time will not count as part 
)f the fifteen years lie must serve in 
he federal prison at Atlanta, Ga., in 
ase he loses his fight for a new trial. 
Judge Hough gave as his reason for 
■efusing to admit Morse to bail that 
he case was not an extraditable one 
nd that it would be easy for Morse 
o furnish bail through a bonding com- 
>any. as the prisoner was worth $22,- 
00,000. 
Morse in an affidavit pre- 
ented to the ludges of the United 
tates court of appeals Monday denied 
hat he was a millionaire, saying that 
te had not enough money or securi- 
ies to meet his obligations. 
These were the principal points 
onsidered by the judges in arriving 
t their derision to deny bail. 
It is 
aid that the Morse attorneys will 
ake advantage of <he opportunity to 
lie a bill of particulars, as Morse is 
xceedingly desirous of obtaining his 
elease.

address lasting fifteen minuteB, bill 
he lac ked his usual spirit, and a per 
son high <n his confidence is authority 
for the statement that he also had 
told the emperor that neither himsell 
nor his successors could remain in 
office unless his majesty was more re­ 
served. 
Prince 
von 
Buelow 
spoke 
solemnly, and without making use of 
any dramatic effects. 
The house re­ 
ceived his explanation in icy silence, 
instead of giving it that cordial ap­ 
plause which as a general thing fol­ 
lows the chancellor’s fine parliamen­ 
tary declarations.

Conservatives, 
representing 
largely the landed nobility, were al­ 
most as relentless as the Socialists, 
the Radicals and 
the National-Lib­ 
eral*, and the proceedings are re 
garded by the extreme Liberals as 
the beginning of a long contest be­ 
tween the crow-n and parliament that 
may end in Germany having a minis­ 
try responsible to parliament and not 
to the crown alone. 
When Herr Bassermann, the Na­ 
tional-Liberal 
leader,

Chancellor von Buelow. and a special­ 
ist in foreign affairs, began discus 
sion of the incident there was hardly 
a 
vacant 
seat

benches, while the galleries were bril­ 
liant with the uniforms of officers and 
the costumes of women. 
Sorne thirty 
foreign 
newspaper 
correspondents 
were In the press tribune. 
H err Bassermann was followed by 
Herr Weimer, Radical, and he in turn 
gave wray to Herr Singer, Socialist, 
w'ho declared that if any other servant 
of the state had done such a thing as 
had Emperor William he w'ould bo 
brought before an imperial court for 
trial. 
Prince von Buelow spoke ear­ 
nestly in reply to the critics of the 
govornment 
and 
the emperor. 
Hie 
address was devoid of gesture. 
Herr von Heydebrandt and Prince 
Hatzfeldt, Conservatives, and Baron 
von Hireling, a member of the Center 
party, took part in the debate and en­ 
ergetically protested against the per­ 
sonal element being injected Into for­ 
eign politics. 
Herr Liebermann von Sonnenberg, 
the agrarian 
and 
anti-Semite, 
sur­ 
prised the house by the vehemence of 
his utterances. 
He declared that the 
monarchists, with heavy hearts, found 
themselves compelled to protest firm­ 
ly against the emperor’s statements. 
The nation’s confidence, he said, has 
sunk to zero. 
The

adjourned, 
and 
when

chancellor departed 
the 
crowds outside the doom cheered and 
hooted him.

Hot Springs, Va., Nov. 11,—Presi­ 
dent-elect Taft and his national chair­ 
man, Frank Hitchcock, had a long and 
pleasant chat over the many phases 
of the last campaign. 
It was the first 
opportunity for such an extended and 
cordial exchange of views and at its 
conclusion 
both 
the 
president-elect 
and the national chairman expressed 
their pleasure in the interview. 
“We chucked each other under the 
chin and enjoyed many things in the 
campaign that were decidedly serious 
before.” said Judge Taft. 
He added 
that Mr. Hitchcock had told him many 
interesting things that he had not 
known 
respecting 
the 
pre-election 
work, and Chairman Hitchcock said 
that he had had the pleasure of in­ 
forming Judge Taft that the campaign 
had been conducted so far as he was 
concerned without the giving of a sin­ 
gle promise or pledge which would 
bind Judge Taft as president, eitho* 
in exchange for personal service in 
the campaign or for contributions to 
the Republican cause. 
“ I had known all this before,” com­ 
mented Judge Taft, “but it was grati 
fying to have the statement come di 
reet from the national chairman at 
the conclusion.’’ 
Mr. Taft was told about the ram 
paign fund which Mr. Hitchcock is to 
make public in detail in a few days 
The national chairman said that this 
fund was smaller in its aggregate 
than any similar fund since th«» record 
of such funds had been kept and that 
it was collected from every state in 
the Union ami represented a wider 
distribution of support than ever be 
fore.

Paris, Nov. 11.—The question that 
has arisen between France and Ger­ 
many over what has come to be 
known as the “Casa Blanca incident,” 
arising out of the arrest by the French 
authorities of German deserters from 
the French foreign legion, will be re 
ferred to a court of arbitration.

BANKER MORSE 


Famous Financier Must Stay 
In the Tombs Prison. 


HARD BLOW TO THE PRISONER 


Had Expected to Obtain Hie Release 


sn Bond— Another Feature of Hie 


Incarceration In the Tombs Is That 


tbs Time Served There Would Not 


Count as Part of the Term He May 


Have to Serve In Federal Prieon. 


New York, Nov. ll.—Bail was de­ 
nied Charles W. Morse, the financier, 
who has been sentenced to fifteen 
years' im prisonm ent at hard labor, at 
the closing of the United States cir­ 
cuit court of appeals, and it now 
seems certain th at the former m ulti­ 
m illionaire m ust remain in the Tombs 
prison at least until Dec. S, next, 
when argum ent on the w rit of error 
th at has been granted him may come 
BP. 
Judges Lacombe, W ard and Coxe of 
the United S tates court of appeals 
rendered the decision. One loophole 
Is left open to Morse’s counsel in the 
decision and th at is that the judges 
decided while bail was denied it was 
done so “w ithout prejudice to a re­ 
newal of the application after a bill 
of particulars is flied." 
The judges stated briefly that as the 
trial judge in the proceedings against 
Morse had refused to admit him to 
bail, the review ing judges were not 
prepared on the papers subm itted to 
hem to m ake a disposition of the 
motion. 
Morse had been hopeful of gaining 
his release from the Tombs imme- 
iately and the denial of ball came as 
hard blow. 
His wife and son H arry 
ad been w ith him in the jail during 
he afternoon and they encouraged 
im in the belief that he would be 
ree by nightfall. 
Mrs. Morse and 
er sen left the prison before the de- 
ision had been rendered and the 
ews was conveyed to the prisoner 
y an assistant in his counsel’s office. 
While M orse tried to hide his dis- 
ppointment, he felt too cast down 
o do so. 
He walked to the rear of 
is cell and sat on the edge of his 
ard, narrow berth and refused to 
ake any comment.

Morse in an affidavit pre­ 
e n e d to the judges of the United 
tates court of appeals Monday denied 
hat he was a millionaire, saying th at 
e had not enough money or securi- 
les to meet his obligations. 
These were the principal points 
onsidered by the judges in arriving 
t their decision to deny bail. 
It is 
aid that the Morse attorneys will 
ake advantage of the opportunity to 
Ie a bill of particulars, as Morse is 
xceedingly desirous of obtaining his 
lease.

TAFT ANO HITCHCOCK MEET 


Talk Over the Phaeee of the Last 
Campaign. 
Hot. Springs, Va., Nov. ll.—Presi­ 
dent-elect Taft and his national chair­ 
man, Frank Hitchcock, had a long and 
pleasant chat over the many phases 
of the last campaign. 
It was the first 
opportunity for such an extended and 
cordial exchange of views and at its 
conclusion 
both 
the president-elect 
and the national chairman expressed 
their pleasure in the interview. 
“We chucked each other under the 
chin and enjoyed many things in the 
campaign that were decidedly serious 
before,” said Judge Taft. 
He added 
th at Mr. Hitchcock had told him many 
interesting things that he had not 
known 
respecting 
the 
pre-election 
work, and Chairman Hitchcock said 
th at he had had the pleasure of in­ 
forming Judge Taft that the campaign 
had been conducted so far as he was 
concerned without the giving of a sin­ 
gle promise or pledge which would 
bind Judge Taft as president, either 
in exchange for persona! service in 
the campaign or for contributions to 
the Republican cause. 
“I had known all this before,” com­ 
mented Judge Taft, “but it was grati­ 
fying to have the statem ent come di 
rect from the national chairman at 
the conclusion.” 
Mr. Taft was told about the cam­ 
paign fund which Mr. Hitchcock is to 
make public in detail in a few days 
The national chairman said That this 
fund was sm aller in its aggregate 
than any sim ilar fund since the record 
of such funds had been kept and that 
it was collected from every state in 
the Union and represented a wider 
distribution of support than ever be 
fore.

Question at Issue Between France and 
Germany to Be Submitted. 
Paris, Nov. ll.—The question that 
has arisen between France and Ger­ 
many over what has come to be 
known as the “Casa Blanca incident,” 
arising out of the arrest by the French 
authorities of German deserters from 
the French foreign legion, will be re­ 
ferred to a court of arbitration. 
M. 
Jules Cambon, the French am bassa­ 
dor at Berlin, and Baron voa Waech- 
ter, the German acting secretary for 
foreign affairs, signed an agreement 
looking to the settlem ent of the mat 
ters la dispute. 
The official text of the agreement 
sets forth that after an exchange of 
expressions of regret th at the Inci­ 
dent occurred th* en ti rf question of 
law and facts shall be subm itted to 
arbitration. 
No mention is made of 
The Hague tribunal, the selection of 
the court being loft open for adjust­ 
m ent later. 
The agreement also provides that 
the country whoso agents are ad­ 
judged at fault ihall make an apology 
to tho other. 


Laporte, Ind., Nov. ll.—The Lam- 
phere case in the Laporte circuit 
court, in which Ray Lam phere is 
charged 
with the m urder of 
Mrs. 
Bella Gunness and her three children, 
came to an abrupt halt when the sec­ 
ond venire had been exhausted with­ 
out a jury having been obtained. With 
the examination of George H. Teeters, 
who was peremptorialy excused by 
the defense, the examination of sixty- 
two talesm en, twelve from the regu­ 
lar panel and fifty on two special ve­ 
nires, was concluded, and so Judge 
Richter at once ordered a third ve­ 
nire. 
W ith the adjournm ent of court ten 
Jurymen accepted by both the state 
and the defendant’s attorneys were in 
the box with pretty fair indications 
that all of them will rem ain on the 
jury as finally accepted. 
The defense, convinced now th at it 
will be necessary to Introduce evi­ 
dence for the purpose of clearing Lam- 
phere, made public some of the new 
evidence in its possession, the prin­ 
cipal of which is the story of Fred 
L andright, a neighbor of Mrs. Gun­ 
ness, who now claims th at one night 
in July as he was driving to town he 
«aw a man and a woman in a buggy 
drive 
Into the 
Gunness 
yard.

heard the woman say “the money 
ain’t here.” after she had jumped out 
of the rig and walked around the ruins 
of the burned house.

PRELIMINARY HEARING WAIVED 


WOULD PLAY BRAINERD 


Attorney M. E. Ryan Appeared in 
His Behalf and Announced 
Agreement on Case 
There will be no preliminary hearing 
of Ralph Morey, the lad who killed John 
Bush way in West Brainerd last Satur­ 
day. That was decided upon by agree­ 
ment of County Attorney Warner and 
Attorney M. E. Ryan, who has been 
retained to look after the interests of 
the lad. When the case was called in 
the municipal court this morning Mr. 
Ryan stated that there was no disposi­ 
tion on the part of the parents to ob 
struct the course of justice and they 
thought that the welfare of the boy de­ 
manded that. the law be permitted to 
take at least a part of its course. 
There is no dispute as to the facts of 
the shooting he said and the only ques­ 
tion is that of the capacity of the lad 
to committ the crime. In regard to 
that he said the presumption of the 
statute is in the lad’s favor. It had 
been agreed, he stated, between him­ 
self and the county attorney that the 
entire matter should be left in the hands 
of Judge McClenehan and he requested 
that the boy be committed to the cus 
today q{ the sheriff until such time as 
the judge should have recovered from 
his recent accident and be able to take 
up the case. 
He called the attention 
of the court to a section of the statute 
prohibiting the placing of a boy under 
14 years of age in jail and asked that 
the commitment be so made as to ac­ 
cord with the law.

After learning that the woman 
was the wife of Allen Reed, a druggist 
of this city, investigation showed that 
Hrs. Reed is one of two daughters ol 
a Springfield, Mass., millionaire wool­ 
en 
manufacturer, 
named 
Campbell 
who died recently, leaving a large es­ 
tate to his daughters. 
Mrs. Reed’s in­ 
come from her share is more than 
$12,000 a month. 
The police are con­ 
vinced that Mrs. Reed is insane, per­ 
haps from the use of drugs, and they 
turned her over to the care of hei 
husband, who arrived from Buffalo 
Park, Colo., as soon as he learned 
that his wife was in trouble.

Reed suggested that perhaps he would 
place his wife in a private sanitarium 
for treatment. Although Mrs. Reed

FLEE FROM DEATH VALLEY 


Miners Desert District Because of 
Earthquakes. 
San Bernardino, Cal., Nov. 11.— 
Death 'valley and the surrounding 
country are in the throes of a series 
of earthquakes, which began three 
weeks ago and the most violent of 
which occurred last Wednesday morn­ 
ing before daylight, carrying conster­ 
nation among the mining camps and 
resulting Ho many miners and pros­ 
pectors fleeing from the district. 
Samuel Lawrence, one of the first 
m iners to reach here with details of 
the earthquakes, said that for three 
weeks past there have been one or 
two rumbles daily. 
They have all 
been light with the exception of that 
which upheaved the district Wednes­ 
day. 
The dismal crags of the Fun­ 
eral range seemed to fairly totter 
when the severe shock came. 
Miners 
were tossed from their bunks, camp 
equipment was scattered about, horses 
and mules stampeded and Immense 
boulders were thrown down. At day­ 
break the miners commenced to leave.
